. LESSON TEXT— Acta a.

The stirring events of this lesson oc- 
curred -In tUB Castle Antonlii and the 
Banhedrin halt, near the temple court 
of Jerusalem; aim) In Caeuren, the 
Itouiau capital of Judea; on the Medl- 
teran'ean, const, in the year A. D. ST, 
Just at the close of Paul's third mis- 
sionary Journey. The lesson pictures 
two successive days of strange adven- 
tares In which Paul waa concerned, a 
narrow escape and the unexpected 
providences used In his deliverance, 
The day Wns Inaugurated by Pnnl'i 
magic woriss "I am n Roman cttlsen,' 
which caused Hie cuiumander, Lyslas, 
to release him from the threatened 
ncourgtng, nnd made blm mora 
ordinarily careful'ln his treatment of 
PnoX 

I, Before ths Elders (vv. 1-12), By/ 
referring back tc. chapter 21, v, 13, we 
find the charge which really underlay 
nil of Paul's' trouble, lis preaching In 
the name of the Lord Jesus. Paul's 
defense Is Interesting. He gives us n 
rehearsal of bis Christian life, laying 
emphasis upon its btnmelessness and 
the fact that ha Is not an apostate 
Jew. The high priest speaks to silence 
him, but not gently. Although Paul 
for a moment aeems to give way to his 
Justifiable Indignation, be quickly Ve- 
veuli his reverence for Ibe rulers of 
the people. He then divides the san- 
hedrla. Read carefully chapter 32:6-7, 
snd compare with verses IT and 18. 
The sanhcdrln could not explain this 
testimony of Pant, and were seeking 
to put sslde the whole question. An 
Interesting discussion would be to con- 
sider the insult to Paul. Wss hla In- 
dignation right and rightly expressed T 
Another question, the matter of Paul's 
apology. Just for what did he spolo- 
Clanl Is It ever wrong in speak evil 
of ruler*' These were Indeed days of 
stress and storm. Was Paul Justified 
lit dividing the ssjihedrln In order-to 
conquer their opposition to blmT 
Agsln, how God used these Incidents 
In the furtherance of the goaped Is a 
suggestive lesson for OS nil. It hss 
been hinted that Ananias was DM In 
his priestly garments, and therefore 
perhaps cot readily recognised by 
Paul.
